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Letter From Protector of 
the Priests’ Eucharistic 
League of America Sent 
to Over Eleven Thousand 
Members of The Clergy— 
Conference to Promote 
Preparations For Event. 


Cleveland, O.— The Rt. Rev. Joseph 
Schrembs, D. D., Bishop of Cleve- 
land and Protector of the Priests’ 
Eucharistic League of America, has 
sent out an official announcement of 
the Sixth National Eucharistic Con- 
gress to be held in Omaha, Ned. 
September 23, 24 and 25. 

In his letter, addressed to the more 
than eleven thousand five hundred 
priest members of the Priests’ Euch- 
aristic League, the Rt. Rev, Bishop re- 
calls the fact that this is the first 
American Eucharistic Congress in 
many years and that an American, 
the Rt. Rev. C. M. Dubuis, D. D., of 
Galveston, Tex,, presented the mem- 
orandum which brought about the 
first Eucharistic Congress at Lille, 
France, in 1881. . 

The last National Congress was 
held at Cincinnati nineteen years ago 
and since thdn only regional con- 
gtesses have been held. Following 
the success of the International Eu- 
charistie Congress held in Chicago in 
1926, indications are that large dele- 
gations of priests and laymen from 
all sections of the United States will 
attend the Omaha Congress,
